WASHINGTON—Names of 
2066 majors recommended by 
a selection board for tempo- 
rary promotion to lieutenant 
colonel were announced by the 
Army this week, and the 
Army immediately started 
promoting from the new list. 
It’s Circular 624-26. 

Using the decimal point system to 
fit some officers in the proper se- 
quence for temporary upgrading, 
the circular said: 

“Officers who were selected for 

promotion to lieutenant 
colonel, Army, were re- 


moved from the zone of considera- 
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tion for temporary promotion to 
that grade. These officers are in- 
tegrated in the lists and will be 
promoted temporarily when their 
names are reached if they have not 
received their permanent promo- 
tion by that time.” 

It was estimated that promotions 
from the new lists would average 
around 150 a. month, always de-| 
pending on anticipated vacancies. 

The lists and the number on each | 
list were: Army.»Promotion._ List | 
1845; Chaplain 36; WAC 10; Medi- 
cal Corps 60; Dental Corps 22; Vet-| 
erinary six; Medical Services Corps |

Army Studies Better Use 
Of Its Officer Scientists 


WASHINGTON—T wo specific; 
studies designed to give the Army 
information for revising officer 
career planning are now under way 
and again a look is being taken at 
the problem of the generalist 
versus the specialist in the general 
staff function areas. 

According to the Army one study 
is “to determine ways that utiliza- | 
tion of scientifically trained of- 
ficers can be improved.” An Army 
statement added: 


“It seeks to develop policies to | 
insure better utilization, enhance 
motivation and promote career at- | 
tractiveness of scientifically trained 
officers. Consideration is being | 
given to using scientfically trained | 
officers in a narrower range of | 
assignments.” 

Meanwhile, it also was officially | 
reported that DA Pamphlet 600-3) 
covering “Career Planning for | 
Army Officers” is now being re 








vised and that “policies relative to 
career patterns are being re-ex- 
amined. 

What changes will be made as a'| 
result of the studies will be an- 
nounced later.

WASHINGTON—Details of the | 
Army’s program to bring qualifica- 
tion and reclassification in MOSs 
under enlisted evaluation testing 
were still being worked out this 
week, but if an EM “flunks” such 
examinations two years in a row he 
may be in trouble. 

That appears to be the outlook | 
although the Army, in response to 
an Army Times inquiry, declared. 

“Implementing details of the 
application of the Enlisted Evalua- 
tion System to MOS classification 
have not yet been presented to} 
the Deputy Chief of Staff for Per- | 
sonnel. Any release of working | 
concepts prior to approval would 
be premature .. .” 

Lt. Gen. James F. Collins, deputy | 
chief of staff for personnel, him- 
self set off speculation on how 
classification and reclassification | 
might be tied into the: evaluation | 
| tests now being used to hand out | 
pro pay.

“During this fiscal year we will 
begin using it to determine a sol- 
dier’s qualification in the MOS or 
skill in which he is classified.

Will Know Unit, 
Station Before 
Leaving CONUS 


WASHINGTON — A new 
plan to give officers name as- 
signments to units of battle 
group and comparable sizes 
and later as far down as bat- 
tery and company was an- 
nounced by the Army this 
week, 


Hitherto, officers had been sent 
to major commands and their unit 
assignments made within those 
commands. Now the officer will 
know his exact unit and station 
before he leaves CONUS. 


The plan will be first tried out 
for officers selected for assign- 
ment to Europe. It will cover all 
officers, with the exception of gen- 
eral officers, and has been named 
“the personalized officer assign- 
ments . . . experiment.” 

At first, the name assignments 
will be tried out for battle groups 
or units of that size. Later, if the 
plan proves practical, it will be 
extended for assignments to bat- 
teries and companies. 

Still later it probably will be 
extended worldwide. 

“The basic objective of the 
plan,” the Army said, “is to test 
and develop a system whereby of- 
ficers are provided a unit of as- 
signment in the oversea command 
at least 90 days in advance of port 
date. An additional objective is to 
insure that the maximum number 
of officers selected for oversea 
receive permanent 


ture from home station.” 

The experiment is outlined in a 
new regulation, number 612-105. 

The regulation sets forth a 
schedule of lead times from the 
time Headquarters DA in Washing- 
ton issues the initial order on offi- 
cers selected for assignment to 
U.S. Army, Europe. And major 
commands in CONUS and overseas 
were ordered to stick to the time 
tables. Tracers will be sent out if 
deadlines are not met. 

Once DA notifies a CONUS sub- 
ordinate command an officer un- 
der its jurisdiction has overseas 
orders, installation commanders 
will take immediate action to re- 
quire such officers to submit or 
decline an application for cencur- 
rent travel of dependents. These 
applications for concurrent travel

Oct., 1960 and that officials are trying to get authorized contracts 
signed before that date. The month and day are correct, but the 
year should read 1961. Actually officials hope to get the contracts 
signed about three months before the law expires—by 1 July 1961. 

Where we said that “nearly 9000” Capehart units might be 
started during FY ’61, we should have been more explicit—as we 
were later in the story—by saying “8036 units.” Our figures included 
two projects—for 864 units—which were approved by DOD along 
with the others, but for which contracts have already been announced 
and construction has recently begun. 

We said that authorizations would be made at a number of instal- 
lations “probably in the order in which they are listed.” This. ain’t 
necessarily so, an Army spokesman said this week, explaining that 
the installations at the top of the list will probably come first and 
those in the first half of the list most likely will be announced before 
the others, but not necessarily in the order in which they were 
individually listed.

Lemnitzer to Head 
Joint Chiefs of Staff 


WASHINGTON—Gen. Lyman 
L. Lemnitzer, Army Chief of 
Staff, was nominated by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower this week to 
become chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, and Pentagon 
observers expected Gen. George 
H. Decker, now vice chief of 
staff, to move up into the Army’s 
top spot. 

However, the selection of a 
new Army Chief of Staff and 
Decker’s successor if he is the 
new chief is up to President 
Eisenhower. 

Lemnitzer’s selection to suc- 
ceed Air Force Gen. Nathan 
F. Twining as head of the joint 
chiefs was not a surprise since 
the nation’s top military job is 
normally rotated between the 
services, and it was the Army’s 
turn, 

It was not known when Twin- 
ing will step down. He still has 
another year to go.in his current 
term as chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs, but he has been in poor 
health and reportedly has asked

The Air Force and Navy are ex- 
pected to shift to other buildings 
in the Washington aren. 


THE ARMY SAID it plans to ask 
Congress for approyal to construct 
replacement family housing under 
the Capehart Act on the\North Post 
at Fort Myer. In addition, a new 
permanent enlisted men’s _bar- 
racks and mess facility are in- 
cluded in the proposed fiscal year 
1962 military construetion pro- 
gram. The Army also plans to seek 
a replacement WAC barracks in 
its 1963 construction program. 

Buildings will be razed as 
quickly as new ones can be put up. 
There is adequate time, it was 
said, to get new construction be- 
cause the turnover date is in 1964 
and Arlington Cemetery actually 
won’t run out of burial plots until 
1967. 

More than 105,000 service men 
and members of their families now 
are interred in Arlington’s 339 
developed acres. There is another 
80 acres available before South 
Post land will have to be taken 
over.

When Man Reaches Moon, 
He Will Have to Dig In 


WASHINGTON — Mighty man 
will have to make like a mole when 
he reaches the moon, Army map- 
makers declared this week. 

They made their statements as it 
was announced that the. Interior 
Department’s Geological Survey has 
completed a terrain study of the 
moon for the Army Chief of Engi- 
neers to provide lunar surface in- 
formation for selecting landing 
sites. The information also will be 
used for designing telemetering in- 
struments for a lunar surface ve- 
hicle. 

Because of the extremes of 
temperature, about 214 degrees 
Fahrenheit in sunlight and minus 
250 degrees im the shade, man, 
ence he lands on the moon, will 
have to get underground immedi- 
ately. If he covers: himself with 
lava ash man might find a retreat 
where it would be a bearable 40 
degrees below zere, according te 
the mapmakers.

MAPMAKERS already have 
picked a site for a landing. It is the 
area known to scientists as the Car- 
pathian Province in the mid-lunar 
lowlands, a region of rolling hills 
in contrast to mountainous areas 
covering most parts of the moon. 

The mapmakers have been able 
to plot about 60 percent of the 
moon’s surface that can be photo- 
graphed from the earth. Later cur- 
rent maps will be used to produce 
a detailed topographic map of the | 
moon. The latter work is expected | 
to be completed within a year. 

It was believed that hard, man- 
less. shots would be aimed at the 
moon first. Then so-called soft- 
landings would be made in the low- 
land areas if and when man can 
manufacture a space vehicle cap- 
able of not only getting to the moon 
but of getting back.

One Nike Kills Another 
In Test at White Sands 


WASHINGTON—The first successful “kill” of one Nike 


Hercules missile by another was announced 


by the Army this 


week. The “kill” was described as a “completely successful” 
test which demonstrated the superior performance of a new 
ground equipment system now in use with the Hercules. 

The test took place 11 miles 
above White Sands Missile Range,

On ‘Ready’ Jobs 


WASHINGTON—Active duty retirees won’t get Ready 
Reserve slots unless they convince the Pentagon they’re “in- 


dispensable.” 

This was announced by the 
Army last week in DA Message 
503941, which spelled out details 
of the policy barring participation 
in the Ready Reserve of retirees 
with 20'years or more service. 

The message puts the official 
policy stamp on a number of re- 
cently enacted provisions of law 
affecting Ready and Retired re- 
servists. It- applies immediately to 
members of the Army Reserve, 
but similar instructions are to be 
issued promptly by the National 
Guard Bureau. 

All commissioned officers of 
the USAR who were previously 
retired after 20 years of active 
service are to be transferred to 
the Retired Reserve with the ef- 
fective date of 30 June 1960, the 
‘Army directed. 

No estimate was released as to 
the number of such officers in the 
Ready Reserve, but officials 
pointed out that the move will 
Open an appreciable number of 
spaces for both unit and non-unit 
promotions within the officer 
grade ceilings. 

* * * 

OFFICERS retired from active 
duty between 1 July 1960 and 29 
Sept. 1960 are to be transferred 
to the Retired Reserve on the 
effective date of retirement, the 
Army said. This will be done auto- 
matically now on the basis of 
Public Law 86-559. Before, it was 
necessary for the individual to 
make formal application for trans- 
fer to the Retired Reserve. 

After 30 Sept. 1960, the auto- 
matic transfer to Retired Reserve 
status will be broadened in scope 
to apply to warrant officers and 
enlisted personnel as well as com- 
missioned officers. The govern- 
ing authority at that time will be 
Change 7 to AR 635-130. 

These policy changes are dé- 
signed to close a loophole through 
which active duty retirees previous- 
ly could boost their Title II re- 
tired pay by participation in Ready 
Reserve training activities. As the 
old system worked, the individual 
could earn promotion or put in 
enough time for a longevity in- 
crease in Ready status. If he then 
went on active duty for training 
for as little as one day he qualified 
for recomputation of retired pay 
based. on the higher grade or 
longevity step. 

The Army in June closed the 
door on that by prohibiting any 
such personnel from being placed 
on orders to summer camp or other 
active duty for training.

IN ITS LATEST message on the 
policy, the Army states that mem- 
bers of the Retired Reserve may 
be transferred to the Ready Re- 
serve “only when the Secretary 
of the Army makes a special find- 
ing that the members’ services in 
the Ready Reserve are indispens- 
able.” 

Each request will have to be 
considered on an individual basis 
in the Pentagon, it is pointed out, 
since the authority to make such 
special findings, cannot, by law, be 
delegated. Minimum conditions for 
consideration of a request will be 
found in Change 6, AR 140-160, 
soon to be distributed in the field. 

When an individual retiree is 
authorized a Ready Reserve as- 
signment, he’ll be allowed to take 
part in paid training. Satisfactory 
service for retention in Ready 
status will require earning a mini- 
mum of 50 retirement points per 
year. 








However, a member retained in 
Ready status following retirement 
may not have his retired pay 
recomputed for any subsequent 
active duty of less than six months 
or for any period of active duty 
for training.

WASHINGTON—An Army court-martial goofed in 1959 
when it unknowingly “reduced” a man to a grade he held ‘at

In a decision (B-143397) the 
Comptroller General ruled that 
since the man was “reduced” from 
master sergeant to a _ sergeant 
first class, that was the grade he 
was to hold. 

Apparently, the court did not 
realize that the new pay grade 
etructure had brought the sergeant 
first class pay grade level up from 
E6 to E7.

‘Stand-In’ 
For Voice 
Developed 


WASHINGTON — The Army 
announced this week the develop- 
ment of an electronic “stand-in” for 
the human voice in the testing of 
communications equipment. 

The dual purpose instrument, 
the Automatic Articulation Tester, 
is used in development of radio 
equipment which must deliver 
messages sharply ‘and_ clearly 
through noise, natural radio inter- 
ference and enemy jamming ef- 
forts. In addition, the articulation 
tester is valuable for measuring 
the effectiveness of devices and 
tactics for jamming an enemy’s 
radio channels. 

In use, the new device records | 
a single person’s voice on special | 
magnetic drums to provide al 
speech pattern, or standard. The | 
speech standard is a valuable tool | 
in the equipment development. | 
The voice recording can be com- 
posed of the phonetic alphabet | 
and numerals or an actual mes- 
sage. 

A listener is placed in a room| 
next door or tho sands of miles} 
away or in a tank surrounded by | 
battle noises. The recorded ma- 
terial is fed to him over a com- 
munications system into which the 








nected. The listener uses a remote | 
console with buttons marked to 
represent the recorded words. 

~ * * 


AS THE TESTS get under way, | 
he presses the button which | 
matches the word he thinks he | 
hears. This process may be re- 
peated hundreds of times. The 
machine makes its own random 
choice of word sequence in order 
to prevent the listener from mem- 
orizing the material. 

At the end of the test, the 
score of words understood cor- | 
rectly is automatically computed 
and printed. A high mark of com- 
prehension is the aim if radio 
equipment or anti-jamming de- 
vices are under test, a low score | 
if the object is to improve our 
jamming methods. 

The test equipment provides 
numerous refinements. For ex- | 
ample, each word may be repeated | 
several times and the time inter- | 
val between words varied. 

The ability of the listener to | 
comprehend and follow a map| 
route as prescribed by the articula- | 
tor also can be tested. Provision 
also is made to use a number of 
listeners simultaneously:

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Maintenance System 
Overhaul Ordered 


.»WASHINGTON. — A complete overhaul of the Army’s 
equipment maintenance system was ordered last week by the 
Department of Defense. The order was made in DOD direc- 


tive 4151.1 and gave each of 


comply. 


A spokesman for the Pentagon 
told Army Times that the over- 


haul is expected to bring order 
out of chaos and will bring main- 
tenance operations of the services 
in line with a long-standing De- 
fense policy which has been gen- 
erally ignored in this area. 


For years, he explained, the serv- 
ices have used a haphazard system 
of forming their own mainten- 
ance on a great deal of equipment 
and sending the rest out to civilian 
shops for repairs — but there has 
been little effort made to decide 
what type of equipment should be 
repaired by Army mechanics and 
what*should. be fixed by civilians. 

This week’s directive draws the 
line hard and clear. 

* * 

FROM Now ON, the Army, 
Navy, Air Force and Marines will 
be required to perform maintenance 
on all equipment ‘which is consider- 
ed “mission essential” — and no 
more. All other equipment must 
be sent out to civilian repair shops 
for maintenance. 

It was explained that Defense has 
had a long-standing general policy 
of non-competition with private in- 
dustry in maintenance and other 
fields, although this policy recog- 
nizes that competition is unavoid- 
able with regard to “mission essen- 
tial” items. 

A spokesman for Defense claimed 
that the result of the new directive 
probably won’t make too much dif- 
ference in the amount of mainten- 
ance work each of the services does 
for itself — and won’t mean closing 
down.a lot of military repair shops 
or reclassifying service mechanics.

The result, he claimed, would be a 
big shift in emphasis and the type 
of maintenance performed. 

Summarizing the change, he said 
that before the directive was or- 
dered the services had to decide 
“What shall we contract out for 
repair?” Now the problem is “What 
most we fix ourselves?” 

* * . 

THE NEW ORDER, it was ex- 
plained, won’t affect commands at 
the organizational or intermediate 
level, where tune-ups, servicing and 
minor repair work is done. De- 
fense policy requires that all tacti- 
cal units must be self-sufficient. 

Overhaul of the system will take 
place at the depot level, where 
heavy repairs, modernization and 
major modification of equipment is 
performed. 

The new directive gives each of 
the services 120 days to come up 
with a list of its equipment items 
considered “mission essential.” The 
directive, however, clearly defines 
what Defense means by this term: 
“materiel which would require con- 
tinuing depot level maintenance to 
sustain operations under emergency 
or wartime conditions or which 
would require such depot mainten- 
ance in peacetime to assure opera- 
tional readiness.” 

The directive further specifies 
that “this policy should not be con- 
strued as requiring a complete 
capacity when materiel is determin- 
ed mission essential. The extent 
should be only the minimum capa- 
city necessary to insure a ready and 
controlled source of technical com- 
petence and resources to meet mili- 
tary contingencies.”

Three Strikes 


The Comptroller General and his General 
Accounting Office — often called “the 
watchdog of Congress” — seems to be doing 
most of his sniffing on the heels of service 
people, these days. 


On 7 July we had to report and comment 
editorially upon the Comptroller’s decision 
applying penalties of the Hiss Act to gov- 
ernment employes (including those in uni- 
form) who ‘had ever been found guilty of 
offenses which “could have” been punished 
by two years’ imprisonment. The Hiss Act 
would deprive them of retirement pay. 

We said then and we say again that 
application of the penalty to offenses com- 
mitted before enactment of the law is unjust. 


Article 1, Section 9, of the United States 
Constitution reads: “No Biil of Attainder or 
ex post facto Law shall be passed.” An ex 
post facto law is defined as one which in any 
way operates to the disadvantage of a person 
accused of a crime which was committed be- 
fore the law was passed. Thus, the Comp- 
troller’s decision will not bear constitutional 
scrutiny. 

Further, the law has been stretched to 
the limit to deprive servicemen, and others 
who once made a mistake, of the retirement 
pay which they have legally earned. 

In another action, the Comptroller has 
ordained that any service performed by a 
man before he is 17 years old cannot be 
counted toward retirement pay. It is “void.” 
(The regulations call this “fraudulent en- 
listment,” though it is hard to say just who 
is being defrauded by an under-aged youth 
entering service.) On the other hand, the 
same sort of service is perfectly all right for 
longevity purposes. Make sense? 

Our war histories, of course, are replete 
with accounts of beardless youths who per- 
formed well, even heroically, under fire. Are 
these facts voidable, too? It seems to us 
that decisions which can affect the pay of 
thousands of service people should be made 
by a United States federal court. They are a 
function of law and not a mere accounting 
transaction. 

Again, the Comptroller took a shot at the 
serviceman’s chin last week in issuing the 
GAO’s “Review of Capehart Housing Pro- 
gram.” He would have Congress believe 
there is no housing shortage, but rather that 
the services have more houses than they 
need. 

The report criticizes the services for put- 
ting tile bathrooms and automatic dishwash- 
ers in its Capehart units. It calls them ‘“‘lux- 
ury items.” In determing their housing re- 
quirements, the report says, the services 
don’t count many homes in nearby communi- 
ties which could be available to them. 

Certainly there are more houses on the 
civilian market than the services count as 
available. There are $25,000 and $30,000 
homes, for example, that might rent for $250 
or $300. And there are sub-standard houses 
unfit for a service family, but “available” at 
more than their quarters allowance. The 
services, rightly, don’t consider off-post units 
that are not adequate and don’t fit the serv- 
ice pocketbook. 

The GAO report is full of other unfair 
arguments and suggestions, almost all to the 
effect that the services are squandering 
money for housing not required. 

The Pentagon has had the courage to 
issue what amounts to a blanket denial of 
the charges. Unfortunately, the protest is 
hidden in the tail-end of the report. We hope 
that congressmen read the Defense rejoinder 
as well as the GAO charges and that they 
note the report (1) touched only a handful of 
posts and (2) contained no reference what- 
soever to the housing needs of lower graders. 
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Overall Rule Needed

With the publication of DA Circular 
611-41 and subsequent implementation of 
Changes 23 to AR 611-201, the Army at- 
tempted to integrate the E-8 and E-9 grades 
into the already existing MOS structure 
and at the same time establish a firm line 
of demarcation between the NCO and spe- 
cialist grades and the separate skills re- 
quired of each group. 

How completely this failed is shown by 
the large number of reclassification actions 
which have had to be reviewed by Depart- 
ment of the Army, and the subsequent 
publication of two additional DA circulars, 
611-11 and 611-15, which attempt to create 
order out of the shambles resulting from 
DA Circular 611-41. 


In DA Circular 611-41 and the two which 
followed, the major thing lacking is a def- 
inite and clear-cut policy establishing AR 
611-201 as the source regulation for all 
classification and reclassification action and 
directing that all active Army personnel 
will be so classified that their grade and 
MOS are commensurate with the Stan- 
dards of Grade Authorization for each MOS 
in AR 611-201. 

- 7 * 

ONE GOOD EXAMPLE of this is MOS 
632, track vehicle mechanic. In accordance 
with AR 611-201 that MOS is authorized to 
be held only by personnel in grade E-4 
or above. Personnel in grades below E-4 
are indicated under MOS 630, which is the 
entry MOS in the motor maintenance field. 

This is quite clear and there is no room 
for any misinterpretation as to who can 
and who cannot hold either of these MOSs. 
However, DA Circular 611-41 and the two 
which followed it all indicate that in this 
and in other MOSs personnel in grades 
below E-4 may hold this MOS, providing 
they have undergone either formal or on- 
the-job training in the MOS. 


This is an exception to general policy 
and leaves award of the MOS to the 
discretion of the commander concerned 
who must judge when an individual is 
qualified for award of the advanced MOS. 
This is fine in theory in that commanders 
are left free to decide each case individ- 
ually, but it also means that a large num- 
ber of persons will hold an MOS which is 
not authorized for their grade and thus are 
wrongly classified. 

By limiting personnel in grades below 
E-4 to entry MOSs only, the individual is 
not harmed as he may fill a duty position 
of a higher or specialist level MOS and 
then be awarded that MOS concurrently 
with appointment to a grade where that 
MOS is authorized. In the case of an indi- 
vidual holding a primary MOS of 630.00 
he might be working in a duty position of 
632 or 631 or 633 and be considered for 
appointment to the higher grade on that 
basis, but not be awarded the advanced 
MOS until he reaches a grade where the 
MOS is authorized.

WHAT IS NEEDED at this time is one 
clear regulation which would first super- 
sede the three previously mentioned cir- 
culars and then establish the firm policy 
that no persons may hold a primary MOS 
which is in conflict with their grade as 
determined by the Standards of Grade 
Authorization for each MOS in AR 611-201. 

In one move the Army would clarify 
the whole personnel management structure 
by using AR 611-201 and only this regula- 
tion as the basic document for all classi- 
fication and reclassification actions. In 
doing this there would possibly be a few 
cases where a major reclassification from 
one field to another would have to be 
accomplished but in almost every instance 
there are sufficient different MOSs within 
each general occupational area to insure 
that all personnel could be properly classi- 
fied without a major change in MOS from 
one field to another.

RIF Enlisted Grades 
From Top Down? 


ANAHEIM, Calif.: This letter 
will undoubtedly make me unpopu- 
lar with E-7s and above with long 
periods of service and looking for- 
ward to a continued career, but 
my idea for solution to the &fag- 
nant enlisted promotion situation 
appears sound enough to me to 
send it along for consideration, of 
those at the echelon of decision. 

My suggestion to alleviate. the 
disgusting and unnecessary “freez- 
ing” of enlisted promotion, thus 
barring promotion of deserving in- 
dividuals, such as I, is simply a 
prompt and continued RIF program 
for top graded enlisted men with 
long years- of service. I suggest 
that such a program could be put 
into effect as follows: 

Start with E-7s and above with 
30 and more years service and 
force retirement on them. ‘If this 
does not eliminate’:enough E-7s 
and above to create ‘enough’ chain 
reaction vacancies‘—and ‘it ‘will not 
—the next step’ is'sto’foree’ E-7s 
and above with 29 years ‘service 
to retire, . setting.,up.,,additional 
vacancies. 

This policy could be continued 
down the ladder, affecting E-7s and 
above only, to 28 years service, 27, 
or as low as necessary to solve the 
existing problem. 

The promotion picture could be 
reviewed annually and the cut-off 
for years service for forced retire- 
ment of E-7s and above be an- 
nounced for the second year fol- 
lowing (this to allow time for post 
retirement planning). 

The long deserved benefits 
gained by those in grade of B46 
and below and the all-time increase 
in morale of all enlisted persons 
would more than compensate for 
what some E-7s will call an unfair 
act to them in compensation for 
their many years of faithful serv- 
ice (the majority of whom are 
now being “carried” in their jobs 
by a younger, more capable, lower- 
ranking NCO or specialist). 

I realize that much has been 
said of late in regard to the normal 
20-year voluntary retirement of 
WwW II veterans in ’61 and ’62 
creating a large amount of promo- 
tion vacancies in the lower grades. 
Although I agree that this will 
help a little, I don’t believe—nor 
do I think the exponents of this 
idea really believe—that this will 
do more than scratch the surface 
of a problem that itches way down 
deep.

Life on the River 
With Mark Twain

HOEVER CAME UP with the brilliant idea of sug- 
gesting that regimental bands be sent along with 
the troop contingents furnished by various countries to 


the United Nations forces in the 
Congo should have a _ special 
medal struck off in his honor. 

Two of these bands have al- 
ready been mentioned in news 
reports as having contributed 
very notably to the pacification 
of the Congolese mutineers and 
the turning away of minds from 
bloodshed to dancing in the 
streets. 

One of these is a band which 
accompanied the first Ghana 
battalion .to arrive—probably a 
band. in the. British tradition, 
since the Ghana army developed 
from the Gold Coast Regiment 
of the former Royal West Afri- 
can Frontier | Force. 

The other’ band belonged to a 
Moroccan regiment and its stir- 
ring music is credited with hav- 
ing impressed the mutineers at 
the vital seaport of Matadi so 
greatly that they surrendered 
their arms to the Moroccan col- 
onel without even a show of re- 
sistance. 

The Moroccan and other North 
African regiments of the French 
army used to have two bands— 





Jackson Pool 
Plans Okayed 


FORT JACKSON, S. C. — The 
Noncommissioned Officers Club 
at Fort Jackson received word last 
week that it could go ahead with 
plans to construct a new swimming 
pool on post. A loan application 
made last November has been ap- 
proved and $150,000 will be forth- 
coming from the Army Central 
Mess Fund in Washington to pay 
for the construction.

INQUIRY at United Nations 
headquarters brings out the 
fact that there is a U.N. tradi- 
tion in this matter of bands 
which may have been the source 
of this happy inspiration in the 
Congo. When the United Na- 
tions Emergency Force for the 
Middle East—still drearily oc- 
cupying the sandy wastes of the 
Gaza Strip—was first formed, 
it had no music of its own. 

Presently, however, an Indian 
battalion arrived with a pipe 
band—Indian troops from the 
mountainous areas in the north 
and northwest are as strongly 
devoted to bagpipe music as any 
Highlanders. The effect on the 
spirits of the men of the whole 
force was described as little less 
than miraculous. 


A few good brass bands and 
bugle “fanfares” in the Congo 
will be worth their weight in 
riflemen. 

Not that the riflemen and 
other troops won’t be needed, 
weapons in hand. They will. But 
the bands will pay rich divi- 
dends, or this old soldier misses 
his guess. This is the more cer- 
tain, since they will represent 
so many different nationalities, 
and be led by bandmasters 
with varying musical techniques 
and tendencies. 

Thus the Moroccan band al- 
ready mentioned, if it follows 
the French pattern, will have a 
long and varied repertoire both 
of French and African music, 
and a concert group capable of 
rendering orchestral music of 
which the Paris Opera. might be 
proud. 

Its “fanfare” will be able to 
put on marching tunes which 
will fairly lift the feet of its 
hearers from the ground,

AS ONE admiring British 
diplomat remarked to this writer, 
“One simply can’t keep a riot 
going to band music, you know.” 

One very notable fact about 
both the British and French 
tradition regarding military 
bands is that each regiment or 
comparable troop unit has a 
band of its own, which is an in- 
separable part of the outfit and 
in which the officers and men 
take special pride. Kipling has 
written that the band is “the 
soul of the regiment,” which is 
not as far-fetched as it might 
seem. 

The regimental band used to 
be traditional in the U.S. Army, 
too; but latterly has been re- 
placed—for economy reasons— 
by..a lesser number of detached 
bands which are not. associated 
with particular units. 

This is to be regretted. Per- 
haps the news fromthe Congo 
will remind us that soldiers 
need their own band, 


ARK TWAIN, who knew every inch of the ever-changing Mississippi when he was 
a steamboat pilot, never found much religious devotion among the brawny crews of 


the river craft. But, he says in his “Life on the Mississippi”: 


“You will hardly be- 


lieve it, but many steamboat clerks always carried a large assortment of religious tracts 


with them in those old departed 
steamboating days. Indeed they 
did! Twenty times a day we 
would be cramping up around a 
bar, while a string of these small- 
fry rascals (log rafts) were drift- 
ing down into the head of the 
bend away above and beyond us 
a couple of miles. 


“Now a. skiff would dart 
away from one of them, and come 
fighting its laborious way across 
the desert of water... a panting 
oarsman would shout, ‘Gimme a 
pa-a-per!’ as the skiff drifted 
swiftly astern. The clerk would 
throw over a file of New Orleans 
journals. 


“If these were picked up with- 
out comment, you might notice 
that now a dozen other skiffs had 
been drifting down upon us with- 
out saying anything. You under- 
stand, they had been waiting to 
see how No. 1 was going to fare. 

“No. 1 making no comment, all 
the rest would bend to their oars 
and come on now; and as fast as 
they came the clerk would heave 
over neat bundles of religious 
tracts, tied to shingles. The 
amount of hard swearing which 
12 packages of religious litera- 
ture will command when im- 
partially divided up among 12 
raftsmen’s crews, who have pull- 
ed a heavy skiff two miles on a 
hot day to get them, is simply in- 
credible.” 

Mark Twain tried many profes- 
sions in his life, including gold 
prospecting, newspapering and 
book writing, but the one he 
loved best was his job as a Mis- 
sissippi River steamboat pilot. 
He loved the glamorous boats, the 
adventurers and pioneers who 
traveled on them, the river-men 
and roustabouts and gamblers 
and fancy ladies — and the river 
itself.

AS A CUB — an apprentice 
pilot — Twain had to learn every 
shoal, twist, turn, bar and land- 
mark along the constantly-chang- 
ing river. He pointed out that 
the river keeps straightening it- 
self, so that it frequently has 
shortened itself more than 30 
miles at a single jump. Cut-offs, 
he wrote in his “Life on the 
Mississippi” have thrown several 
river towns into rural districts. 
The town of Delta, once three 
miles below Vicksburg, found it- 
self two miles above Vicksburg 
as a result of a change in the 
river’s course. He wrote that men 
went to sleep in Mississippi and 
woke up in Louisiana, and that 
a sudden shift could have moved 
a farm from Missouri to Illinois, 
thereby freeing slaves on that 
farm. 

The river, Twain wrote, “is al- 
ways changing its habitat bodily 
— is always moving bodily side- 
wise.” As he summed it up: 

“Nearly the whole of that 1300 
miles of old Mississippi River 
which LaSalle floated down in his 
canoes, two hundred years ago, is 
good solid dry ground now. The 
river lies to the right of it, in 
places, and. to the left of it in 
other places.” 

Twain, better than any Ameri- 
can writer before or since, could 
create a scene and character in 
just a few words. He told about 
the first boy in town who was 
permitted to get a job on a steam- 
boat. When the boat came to 
town, the boy would always find 
deck work to do so that the other 








boys “could see him and envy 
him and loathe him.” After mak- 
ing a few trips, and visiting the 
big city of St. Louis, the boy re- 
turned to Hannibal for a visit. 
Twain wrote: 


“This fellow had money, too, 
and hair-oil.”

NOBODY could tell tall tales 
better than Mark Twain could. 
He recalled one southern town 
where the huge and powerful 
mosquitos got so ambitious that 
one year they tried to vote. And 
he repeats the Indian legend 
about the young squaw, thwarted 
in love by her parents, who 
bravely leaped off a cliff — 
squashing her mother and father 
below. 

Twain wrote “Life on the 
Mississippi” after revisiting the 
land of his youth. He described 
his sensations with tender feeling 
and outlandish humor. Here is 
how he wrote about St. Louis 
drinking water, which a friend 
said could be drunk “if I had 
some other water to wash it 
with”: 

“Here was a thing which had 
not changed; a score of years 
had not affected this water’s 
mulatto complexion in the 
least; a score of centuries 
would succeed no better, per- 
haps... 

“ . . every tumblerful of it

holds nearly an acre of land in 
solution. I got this fact from 
the bishop of the diocese. If you 
will let your glass stand half an 
hour, you can separate the land 
from the water as easy as Genes- 
is; and then you will find them 
both good; the one to eat, the 
other good to drink. 

“The land is very nourishing, 
the water is thoroughly whole- 
some. The one appeases hunger; 
the other, thirst. But the natives 
do not take them separately, but 
together, as nature mixed them. 
When they find an inch of mud 
in the bottam of the glass, they 
Stir it up, and then take the 
draught as they would gruel. 

“It is difficult for a stranger 
to get used to this batter, but 
once used to it he will prefer it 
to water. This is really the case. 
It is good for steamboating, and 
good to drink; but it is worthless 
for all other purposes, except 
baptizing.”

TWAIN WAS a powerful be- 
liever in the use of tobacco, whis- 
key and similar comforts. Alco- 
holic beverages, he wrote, were 
of leading importance in spread- 
ing civilization. As he put it: 

“How solemn and beautiful 
is the thought that the earliest 
pioneer of civilization, the van- 
leader of civilization, is never

the steamboat, never the rail- 
read, never the newspaper, 
never the Sabbath - school, 
never the missionary — but al- 
ways whisky! 

“The missionary comes after 
the whisky — I mean he arrives 
after the whisky has arrived;

with ax and hoe and rifle; next, 
the trader; next, the miscel- 
laneous rush; next, the gambler, 
the desperado, the highwayman, 
and all their kindred in sin of 
both sexes; and next the smart 
chap who has bought up an old 
grant that covers all the land; 
this brings the lawyer tribe; the 
vigilance committee brings the 
undertaker. 

“All these interests bring the 
newspaper; the newspaper 
starts up politics and a rail- 
read; all hands turn to and 
build a church and a jail—and 
behold civilization is establish- 
ed forever in the land. 
Twain’s sadness as the rail- 
roads took over the work done 
by the steamboats; his amaze- 
ment at the rapid growth of civi- 
lization along the northern banks 
of the Mississippi, around Minne- 
apolis; his recollection of Capt. 
Isaiah Sellers, who started Mis- 
sissippi boating in 1811; his re- 
turn, in middle age, to his boy- 
hood home in Hannibal, where 
Tom Sawyer “lived;” his descrip- 
tions of New Orleans, St. Louis 
and other towns along the steam- 
boat route—these and hundreds 
of wise, gentle and sidesplitting 
stories are in “Life on_ the 
Mississippi.” And Bantam has 
just put out a pocket edition that 
puts all this together for only 
50 cents.

Story of the Old 4th 


By DUDLEY C. GOULD 


HE saga of the Old Fourth Infantry began with the excited chatter 

of recruits at the regimental muster in Springfield, Mass., in 
1808 and ended in sadness as emaciated survivors returned to Boston 
five. years later. 

Marching from various fortifications along the new England 
coast to Pittsburgh in 26 days, they paused to build their own broad- 
horns and then floated down the Ohio, poled on up the Wabash, 
from Louisville to Vincennes, capital of the hostile Indian territory— 
and fought the fight at Tippecanoe creek. 

Given to the British a year later by a doddering old politico, the 
enlisted veterans of the Old Fourth, heroes of the nation, were 
marched under guard from Detroit to Montreal where, it was re- 
corded, crowds gathered to stare at “General Hull’s. exterminating 
Yankees.” 

Many years later, alone in the world, Private Marshall Durkee 
petitioned Congress for aid and bounty for “deprivations suffered 
in the service of my country,” noting that of the 500 who left Massa- 
chusetts so proudly in 1811 to join Gen. William Henry Harrison less 
than a hundred returned alive. 

“The passage from Quebec took 30 days, during which 36 or 37 
died and were thrown overboard and when we arrived in Boston a 
few citizens collected to witness our landing, but they soon turned 
away from this heart-rending scene with grief and horror.”

WASHINGTON—Direct Regular 
Army appointments in the grades 
of second and first lieutenant may 
now be given to qualified civilian 
nurses, dietitians, physical ther- 
apists, and occupational therapists 
entering the Army Nurse Corps 
or Army Medical Specialist Corps, 
the Army Surgeon Géneral’s Of- 
fice has announced. 

Previously, persons entering 
these corps from civilian life were 
required te serve on active duty 
as Army Reserve officers before 
becoming eligible for Regular 
Army commissions. 

With the publication of the re 
vised Army Regulation 601-124 on 
13 July, 1960, all of the Army 
Medical Service’s six officer corps 
may now give direct Regular Army 
appointments to their members. 
Previously, this provision did not 
apply to Army Nurse Corps and 
Army Medical Specialist Corps of- 
ficers. 

Officers of both corps may be 
appointed as first lieutenants in 
the Regular Army if they meet 
certain education and experience 
requirements. 

Regulation provisions relating 
to appointment of individuals with 
prior commissioned active duty 
sevice remain the same, except 
as affected by the new provisions. 
Provisions .relating to credit for 
prior commissioned active duty 
service, grade determination, and 
age requirements remain  un- 
changed.

Joint . actions 
have ineluded the establishment 
of a U. S.-Canada Industrial Mo- 
bilization Committee, the recipro- 
cal military purchasing arrange- 
ment, and other measures in 
keeping with the “Statement of 
Principles for Economic Cooper- 
ation” approved by the President 
on 20 September, 1950, as the basis 
for joint defense economic coop- 
eration with Canada.

World War II records, buried deep in the dusty Defense De- 
partment security files for 13 years, soon will be made avail- 





able to the public. 

Records of the huge but hush- 
hush office of scientific research 
and development, established in 
1941 and headed by Dr. Vannevar 
Bush, were ordered last week to 


be declassified and made available 
for public use. The same order 
alse declassified the records of the 
national defense research commit- 
tee, whose chairman was Dr. James 
B. Conant, president of Harvard 
University, and the committee on 
medical researck-both War II 
agencies. 

The OSRD was the medium 
through which the nation’s scien- 
tific manpower was mobilized into 
effective partnership with military 
men in a race against time to 
achieve superiority in weapons. It 
brought into the war effort an 
unprecedented concentration of 
scientific skills and made major | 
contributions to the rapid devel- 
opment and mass application of 
new techniques in many critical 
areas. These included the proxim- 
ity fuse, aerial combat, amphib- 





ious warfare, radar, underwater 
sound, rocketry, new missiles, fire 
control and medical matters. 

Defense explained that its action | 
declassifying these papers had two

BUILD UP 
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50 Commissary 
ltems Go to PX 


WASHINGTON—More than 50 items which have been 
on Air Force-Army commissary shelves will be gone by 


1 Sept. 


In April the commissaries were 
ordered to remove stocks which are 
seasonal or slow-movers. They 
range from all carbonated and un- 
carbonated beverages to mouse 
traps. 


Many of the items which have 
been sold in commissaries will be 
transferred to the shelves of PXs. 
Armymen and their families can 
expect to be putting out a little 
extra cash for these items. 


Among the seasonal products 
ordered to disappear from commis- 
saries between 1 July and 1 Sept., 
are picnic supplies including table- 
ware, paper plates and cups. Char- 
coal and charcoal starter, food bags 
ary cups are also on the out-going 
ist. 


A fine line has been drawn on 
smokers. Cigarettes and cigars can 
still be purchased at the commis- 
sary. But the man who smokes a 
pipe will have to go to the PX to 
buy his smoking tobacco. 

Some of the other things which 
will be taken off the shelves are 
candied fruit, candles and boxes 
of candy weighing more than one 
pound. Toothpicks and clothes pins 
and even the clothes line aré slated 
to go.

WHILE CIGARETTES are sold, 
cigarette paper and chewing gum 
will disappear. Lubricating oil, in- 
secticides cleaning fluid and elec- 
tric lamps will come off the shelves 
along with auto polish and shoe 
polish, sanitary napkins and sani- 
tary belis. Light bulbs, drinking 
straws and sprayers will go out 
with dates, cupcake liners and | 
buckets. 

Other items that will no longer 
be found in the commissaries after 
1 Sept. are: pearl barley, dried cur- 
rants, dried eggs, 
cream mix, malt preparations, 
powdered meringue, nutbutter (ex 


Renovation 
Under Way

In the exchanges, markups can 
run five to seven percent for the 
“necessity” items and up to 20 to 
25 percent for articles in the 
“Juxury” category such as watches, 
jewelry, etc.

WASHINGTON—There is no hope of overcoming the shortage of officers in the Army 
“in the foreseeable future,” it was reported this week after a one-time survey Armywide 
disclosed that “generally, all commanders reported a requirement for more officers than 


programmed.” 

As a result, commanders will 
have to make do with what officers 
they have now.

“Additidnal officer spaces and 
grades in excess of authorized ceil- 
ings aré not now available and it 
does not appear likely that this 
situation will change in the fore- 
seeable future.”

U.S. Joins Canada, Britain 
In TNT Explosion Testing 


ABERDEEN PROVING 
GROUND, Md.—More than a dozen 
scientists and ballistic experts from 
the Ballistic Research Laboratories 
of Aberdeen Proving Ground, 
worked with scientists of England 
and Canada in a high explosion test 
this week at Suffield Experiment- 
al Station, Ralston, Alberta, Can- 
ada. 

Test plans call for the detonation 
of a 20 ton hemispherical charge 
of TNT as a surface blast. 

The U.S. Department of Defense 
participation in the tests is being 
sponsored by the Defense Atomic 
Support Agency. There are 20 
scientists from the Army Ordnance 
Corps Ballistic Research Labora- 
tories and the Army Corps of En- 
gineers Waterways Experiment 
Station actively engaged in the 
preparation and conduct of the 
test.

The 
beam can be varied in width and 
intensity in either light mode. The 
xenon searchlight emits infrared 
radiation which reflects off objects 
under observation. The periscopes 
and binoculars then detect the re- 
flected rays. The gunner’s periscope 
has both wide angle and high mag- 
nification channels using ordinary 
light and high magnification chan- 
nel using infrared.

Mec# like the Civil War, so 
much has been written about 
Thomas Wolfe, mainly by Wolfe 
himself, that a biography of

Although these singers sing 
songs favored by jazz musicians 
and are backed by jazz groups, 
they seldom show any indication 
that they have received the mes- 
sage, learned the truth so to 
speak, from their orientation 
program. I suspect they should- 
n’t be reason for concern in the 
jazz press but should be in a 
chorus line somewhere, or decor- 
ating a bandstand for some medi- 
ocre band, or at home tending to 
their knitting. 

= * 

IT SEEMS like every month a 
new “jazz singer” or “jazz-orient- 
ed” singer is introduced to the 
nation on an LP, and this month 
is no exception. For example: 
Lorez Alexandria (Early in the 
Morning, Argo 663), Lodi Carr 
(Ladybird, Laurie 1007) and Bev 
Kelly (Love Locked, Riverside 
328). 

According to the liner notes, 
Ralph Gleason says Lorez Alex- 
andria is “one of the very few 
real jazz singers to emerge in 
recent years,” Nat Hentoff says 
Lodi Carr is much more of a 
jazz than pop singer, and Orrin 
Keepnews says Bev Kelly has 
“jazz in her bones and in her 
voice.” 

So perhaps you will agree with 
one or all of these jazz commen- 
tators. But after listening care- 
fully to each record, I don’t 
agree with any of them and be- 
lieve that each city in the United 
States with a population of more 
than 100,000 has a dozen or more 
girls who can sing as well as any 
of these three “new finds.”

Here is one of the 
best of the genuine blues sing- 
ers shouting out some good old 
ones as they deserve to be done.

Gerry Mulligan, Jimmy Rowels, 
Mel Lewis and Leroy Vinnegar. 


I greatly prefer the version of 
“Every Day” here to the fam- 
ous one by Joe Williams, and 
Spoon also belts out such as 
Goin’ to Kansas City, Trouble in 
Mind, Times Gettin’ Tougher 
Tough, How Long, Roll "Em Pete 
and others with gusto. It’s the 
best blues singing set I’ve heard 
in some time . . . Incidentally, 
Joe Turner, the great blues sing- 
er who inspired Witherspoon, has 
a new set on Atlantic with a 
group of prominent musicians led 
by Ernie Wilkins, the arranger 
(Big Joe Rides Again, Atlantic 
1332). There are some good 
tracks here but this is not to be 
compared with other Turner sets, 
notably Atlantic’s “The Boss of 
the Blues.”

On 25 August 1944, American 
troops entered Paris for the sec- | 


ond time. During World War I 


they arrived in great acclaim to | 


On 
that occasion (4 July 1917) Col. 
Charles E. Stanton said at the 
tomb of Lafayette; “Lafayette, we 
are here.”

VIEWING TV 
Frick Says ‘No’ 
On ‘Black Sox’ 


By HAL HUMPHREY 
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HOLLYWOOD—Over the left-field fence comes word 
to me that baseball commissioner Ford C, Frick has put 
the Kibosh on a television drama based on the old “Black 
Sox” scandal. 

Some of you readers may wonder how the czar of organized 
baseball is able to extend his authority to rule on a TV show. This 
would be because you do not fully understand the fear and trembling 
of those connected with TV. 

A short time ago, I’m told, TV’s angry young producer David 
Susskind got the idea that what happened during the Chicago White 
Sox-Cincinnati Reds World’s Series in 1919 should make an interest- 
ing TV play. ; 

You may recall that eight of the White Sox ball players were 
indicted for throwing the series to Cincy, and although a jury found 
them innocent, our national pastime had been besmirched. The ball 
club owners hired Federal Judge Kenesaw Mountain Landis to rule 
over their domain, and one of the judge’s first acts was to see that 
none of the eight White Sox players returned to baseball. 

Susskind’s Talent Associates, which produces “Du Pont Show of 
the Month” on CBS-TV, submitted what is known as a “treatment” of 
the idea to the Du Pont people. They liked it and agreed it would 
make a good season opener for Sept. 30. But Mr. Susskind 
mind submitting it to Mr. Frick? “We don’t want te make anyone 
angry,” said the Du Pont brass. 

Well, naturally, given.the decision whether or not te trot base- 
ball’s biggest skeleton out of the closet, commissioner Frick said 
“Out!” with all of the gusto of an umpire at home plate. The Du 
Pont company shrugged its corporate shoulders and told Susskind to 
think of something else. 

Susskind, as you may have guessed, hasn’t given up. Here is a 
story that hasn’t been done by the movie or the stage, or looked 
“inside” of by John Gunther. It would be an original for TV, and 
Susskind needs it because critics constantly are accusing him of 
decrying TV’s lack of originality, then foisting “Meet Me in St. Louis” 
off on them. 

This week Susskind commissioned Elliot Asinof to write a TV 
script on the “Black Sox” scandal. It still must be approved by 
commissioner Frick, but Susskind is hoping to convince the commis- 
sioner that the TV dramatization will strike a positive note, showing 
that baseball’s honesty today stems from what happened in Chicago 
in 1919. 

Actually, Frick should feel quite flattered that he is even alowed 
to sit in on this decision. If some B-movie company decides to do 
this story, Frick isn’t likely to know about it until it plays his neigh- 
borhood theater. 

I am afraid to ask Susskind if he has checked with CBS to see 
how it feels about reviving a scandal which today would be referred to 
as “payola.” CBS was the network which harbored the $64,000 Ques- 
tion” and “Challenge” shows, both of which became suspect when 
contestants made nasty allegations.

DESPITE their feminine names 

Audrey, Janet, Hazel and Diane 
were no ladies. They were hurri- 
canes that left 1677 deaths and 
millions of dollars of destruction to 
property as grim reminders of 
their visits. 

Hurricane Audrey ripped 
through Texas and Louisiana in 
June 1957 and claimed 430 deaths. 

In mid-summer of 1955, Hurri- 
cane Diane killed 400 people in the 
Eastern states. Later that year Hur- 


ricane Janet accounted for 500 
more deaths in the Caribbean 


Islands.

HURRICANE Hazel caused 347 
deaths when it rampaged along the 
Atlantic coast in September of 
1954.

to inside walls and exterior siding 
and paint. 


“The mere formation of ice 
dams at the eaves does not in 
itself cause damage to the house. 
However, when the sheet of ice 
has progressed a foot or so above 
the eaves, heat from the attic 
space causes melting on the under 
side of the ice sheet.

“The methods of preventing 
damage due to ice dams are 
neither difficult nor costly 
Since the cause is the melting of 
snow by heat escaping from the 
attic space, adequate insulation 
carefully placed on the ceiling be- 
low the roof is needed to minimize 
heat loss. 

+ * 

TOO often, insulation is care- 
lessly placed so-that gaps are left 
adjacent to the exterior wall 
through which considerable heat 
escapes. Care should be taken to 
see that the insulation laps slight- 
ly over the wall plate of the ex- 
terior wall and that insulation is 
continuous and without gaps. 
| “Perfect application of insula- 
| tion is not always possible to 
| achieve because of inability to in- 
spect the area adjacent to the 
eaves .. . To make sure that suf- 
ficient heat does not build up in 
the attic cavity to cause melting 
of snow, ventilation should be pro- 
vided at the ‘eaves to carry off 
any heat that might escape from 
the structure into the attic cavity

Hausmann says that more than 
four billion asphalt roof shingles 
were needed by U.S. homeowners 
last year and he estimates that two- 
thirds of them were used to re- 
roof old roofs. Much of this total 
was necessitated by storm damage, 
the seasonal threat that hurricanes 
will present from now until No- 
vember.

ew REPUBLIC OF CYPRUS will overprint 15 values 
of its current stamps and continue their use when the 
new constitution is adopted. All stamped stationery, ate 
letter forms, registration enve- 
lopes, postcards and newspapers 
will be similarly overprinted. 

The overprint consists of the 
words “Cyprus Republic” in 
Greek and Turkish. 


A special commemorative is- 
sue of three values, 10, 30 and 
100 mils, also has been prepared 
for Cyprus. The design depicts a 
map of Cyprus with the words 
“Cyprus Republic” in Greek and 
Turkish and the date 1960. The~ 
design is common to all three 
values. 

The stamps are printed in two 
colors by the recessed process 
en C.A. (Block Capitals) tae 
marked paper.

ber of financial observers across the nation have decided 
it’s time to take the bull by the horns.

The most oft-quoted reason to 
prove we are, is the way the stock 
market has been behaving, trying |

each summer day passed. 
This explanation, say the opi- | 


mists, is utter nonsense, The stock 
market isn’t proof that we're in, 
or in for, a dip. This “sinking” feel- 
ing has been, without justification, | 
transmitted to the market. In 
other words the trembling stocks 
reflect not facts but fears. Fears 
pyramid. They spawn  doleful 
forecasts and predictions which 
increase by algebraic ratios. 

Some of the cloudiest of crystal 
balls belong to the Wall Street 
brokers who ought to know better 
and who shouldn’t worry about 
whether other people lose their 
own .money, anyhow. Old wives 
tales and superstitions have even 
been getting into the act. The in- 
vestors read these imagined signs 
in the skies and sell blindly or 
put in “stop loss” orders. Thus 
the situation becomes endemic.

NOW let's look into the bull pen 
for a moment. 

In the first place the people who 
claim that it’s time to turn the| 
black clouds inside out and dis-| 
play their silver linings mention | 
that we had a record gross nation- | 
al product in the second quarter. | 
The Democrats said that the pro-| 
duct wasn’t gross enough — that | 
we need to produce more because 
the cost of international living in 
a. free world is going up. The 
Republicans, who were disposed at 
first to scoff at this “growthman- 
ship” talk, have now fallen pretty 
much in line, in their political 
approach at least, with the think- 
ing that we have to walk faster 
economically. 

it. is pointed out that in the 








second quarter we showed a record 
level of personal income and em- 
ployment with retail trade sub 
stantially ahead of last year, and 
a slow but steady increase in ex- 
penditure for new plants and 
equipment. 

The optimists are not pollyannas 
— they aren’t necessarily selling 
America, long — they’re just not 
selling it short. The following 
quoted opinion is not this writer's, 
but it seems to me to be a fair 
sample of what a pretty knowledge- 
able group of the conservative- 
minded, objective thinkers think: 

“We know enough about recres- 
sions to prevent them if we want 
to,” says Nate White in the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor. “They are 
the end result of people’s think- 
ing, collectively expressed. . .

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Army Unveils New Missiles 








SUCCESSFUL flight test of the Army’s SD-2 combat surveillance 
drone here shows a rocket aided zero-length launching with an 
assist by two rocket boosters. This drone carries a variety of 
sensory equipment to accomplish its mission, such as side-looking 
radar, infrared and high speed photographic equipment. 
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THIS ENTIRELY new weapons system is capable of quickly and 
effectively saturating an area with chemical agents.

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THE ARMY’S newest device for gathering information behind 

enemy lines was displayed last week at Fort Myer. Lt. Gen. Arthur

plane the “greatest single advance in the art of surveillance 

since the days of the Army frontier scout.” Officially known as 

the SD-5 surveillance drone, it is currently being tested at Yuma 
an, Lest Station, Ariz. 
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WASHINGTON—The SD-2 sur- 
veillance drone system, designed 
for use of Army field command- 


_ers in any limited or general war, 


has been developed by the aero- 
nautical division of Aerojet-Gen- 
eral Corporation at Downey, Calif. 

Designated a “low endurance air- 
borne’ surveillance system,” the 
SD-2 on one of its latest flights 
was in the air for 1 hour and 25 
minutes and met all test objec- 
tives. 

Using a slightly modified Army 
trailer, the SD-2 is zero-length 
launched with the assist of two 
rocket boosters. These boosters 
automatically eject from the drone 
following burnout. A four-cylinder 
reciprocating engine takes over 
completely at this point. 

Following its launch, the SD-2 
climbs to surveillance altitude and 
proceeds to the area where the 
mission is performed. Changes in 
direction are commanded to the 
drone, and it obeys with preci- 
sion. 
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CAMBRIDGE, Mass.—The Army 
recently adopted a chemical dis- 
persing battlefield rocket system 
developed here by Arthur D. 
Little, Inc. 

Designated “Weapons System 
T-238,” it has been recently stand- 
ardized as M-55. In this new weap- 
ons system, regular artillery-type 
fire control techniques are used to 
launch salvos of 45 solid-fuel pro- 
pelled rockets. 

Upon impact, point-detonated ex- 
plosive charges in rocket heads 
disperse chemical agents in nose- 
cone cavities. In less than 20 
minutes, a crew of men can load 
the launcher, plug in electrical 
connection and launch a salvo. 


The M-55 rocket is 6 feet 4 
inches long and 4% inches in di- 
ameter. Its stabilizing fins open 
automatically when the rocket is 
fired.

tested at the electronic proving 
ground’s drone test facility, Yuma 
Test Station. 


The scouting system, which for 
the first time will enable battle- 
field commanders to learn instant- 
ly (without risking a single sol- 
dier) what is going on in enemy 
territory, was unveiled last week 
by the Department of the Army. 
Two previous successful flights 
were made by the SD-5 at Yuma 
test station in April and June. 

The system being developed 
combines jet speed with the light- 
ning speed of electronics. It con- 
sists of advanced ground and air- 
borne equipment and an unman- 
ned, jet-powered combat surveil- 
lance drone which sends back in- 
formation while in flight. It will 
operate day or night, under all 
weather conditions, and will not 
be fooled by camouflage. Flying at 
low altitudes and at high speeds, 
the turbo-jet drone cannot be 
stopped easily by enemy action. It 
can remain over enemy areas for 
extended periods, and may be re- 
covered and reused.

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Tip Offered on Flash Placement 
For Better Distribution of Light 


By JACOB DESCHIN 


FLASH FILL-IN outdoors is giv- 
ing SSgt. George F. Gaylor 
(USAF) a slight headache. 

“] have the problem,” he writes, 
“of an overexposed foreground and 
underexposed background. I set 
my flash unit ine 
on half-power 
and put a dif- 
fuser on the 
flash head in an 
attempt to cor- 
rect the prob- 
lem but I still 
get a poor nega- 
tive. I encoun- 
ter this when 
shooting in 
woods, swamps 
and other simi- 
lar deep shadow 
areas. I have used a variety of f 
stops without much success.” 


It is not a matter of exposure but 
of flash light travel and distribu- 
tion. When shooting with the flash 
on the camera, objects in the fore. 
ground are bound to be better 
lighted than those farther away. 
Flash does not carry to anywhere 
near the extent of daylight there- 
fore it will reach just so far, 
gradually diminishing as it receeds. 

The key is the distance of the 
flash unit from the subject. The so- 
lution is to use the flash on exten- 
sion, holding the lamp high, at 
arm’s length and tilted to include 
the general scene. By this means, 
the distance of the lamp from the 
foreground is relatively on a more 
equal basis with the lamp distance 
from the background. 

That is, the light travels 
farther toward the background 
and shows a lesser tendency to 

- overlight the foreground. Some 
judicious print dodging in the 
darkroom can often be counted

upon to make up the difference 
in the illumination of the two 
areas. 


In basic fill-in flash outdoors, the 
exposure setting must be such that 
the flash lighting “fills in” the rela- 
tively dark foreground while re- 
taining the effect of the overall day- 
light. The use of a diffuser can 
help, particularly when working at 
close-to-subject distance. For sub- 
jects no closer than 15 feet, simply 
flash-shoot at the normal camera 
setting for the given situation. 

At closer instances, the stand- 
ard method is to set the camera 
for the daylight exposure. In or- 
der to arrive at the proper shoot- 
ing distance, divide the guide num- 
ber for the film and bulb you are 
using (it’s on the flash carton) 
by the lens stop of the daylight 
setting. 

Say this is f/11, and the guide 
number is 100. Dividing 11 into 
100 gives approximately 9 (round- 
ing off the result to the closest 
whole number is adequate). The 
proper shooting distance in this 
instance, therefore, is 9 feet. The 
lighting result will be in the ratio 
of 2 to 1 relative to daylight.

Also, competition is 
pretty keen, and work is done most 
frequently on assignment. 

However, the photographic fan 
magazines buy 35mm slides; for 
the amateur photographer, this is 
the most likely market. Another 
good opportunity are contests 
sponsored by various companies 
and organizations.

MATS Being Phased Out 


Of the Air Mail Business’ 


WASHINGTON — MATS. is being phased out of the military air mail business, and by 


the end of the year virtually 


Trans- Atlantic MATS mail 
flights are scheduled to be com- 
pletely phased out by 1 Septem- 
ber, according to Lt. Col. James 
K. Adcock, director of the Army- 
Air Force Postal Service. 


The shift to commercial air car- 
riers in the Pacific area starts 1 
September, and is scheduled to be 
completed by December, Col. 
Adcock said last week. 

Service may be speeded a bit 
under the change, it was indi- 
cated. There are more commercial 
flights available. ‘ 

The services have used commer- 
cial carriers for some of their air 
mail needs for years. MATS, how- 
ever, has been carrying what post- 
al authorities call “ordinary mail.” 
This includes numerous supply 
parcels, “brown envelopes,” etc. 
The airlines will now take over 
this job. 

Boat mail service overseas will 
remain unchanged. Col. Adcock 
said they will continue to haul 
present volumes of low priority 
mail. 

MATS will continue to carry 
military airmail to a few U. S. 
military spots where commercial 
service is not feasible. These are 
Morocco, Libya, Saudi Arabia, 
Thule in Greenland, Iceland, Ethi- 
opia and Eriteria.

I have picked up three cars, a 
Chevrolet and two Buicks at the 
Flint Michigan factory, and I re- 
commend it as an interesting ex- 
perience, but not particularly 
money saving. You save only the 
factory to dealer transportation 
charges. These vary for weight and 
type of auto and distance from 
Michigan factory, perhaps $25 to 
$75 middle west, $80 to $100 east 
coast and $100 to $150 or more, 
west coast. Some dealers encourage 
factory pick up and offer “vacation 
packages,” including train or plane 
tickets to Detroit. 

Most important: All cars are 
sold through dealers only, so do 
not report to factory without hav- 
ing completed all purchase arrange- 
ments to include registration and 
plates from your home state. 

Some of the auto dealers listed 
in the Michigan section, Army 
Times classified, offer attractive 
deals, particularly to cash custom- 
ers. But be sure you have a contract 
in writing, and remembér there 
are servicing advantages ih dealing 
with your local outlet. 

By all means arrange to arrive 
at the factory drive-out office early 
and arrange for an assembly line 
tour. Final processing of vehicle 
and papers usually takes more than 
half a day. Check delivery order 
carefully to see that all ordered 
accessories have been installed.

and that, of course, means you and 
me—is tremendous. And for what 
purpose? To allow an old soldier 
to—as Sgt. Spielman puts it— 
“live high off the hog” because 
he knews he can’t earn as much 
in civilian life. 

I now work in a section of a 
headquarters with a senior NCO 
who has more than 20 years serv- 
ice. In the past year this man 
hasn’t put in eight hours work in 
any one day, yet his monthly pay 
is in excess of $500 when you add 
aHowances, 

Here’s his schedule: first thing 
in the morning, read the news- 
paper until time for the 
“Sergeant’s Coffee Call,” glance 
through the morning distribution 
about 10 or 1030, then pass all pos- 
sible work over to the junior EM. 


Lunch takes at least an hour ‘be- 
cause there’s always some little 
item his wife needs from the 
stores nearby; the afternoon dis- 
tribution is handled in the same 
manner as the morning’s, then it 
is time for the afternoon Ser- 
geant’s Coffee Call; naturally, it is 
too late to start anything that day 
—if it happens to be that rare 
day when it wasn’t necessary to: 
take PT; go to the dentist; take 
children to pediatric clinic; take 
wife to outpatient or other clinics; 
go to the con.missary; get gas in 
car; get a haircut; go to NCO club 
meeting; check pay records; get 
three-day pass to tend to personal 
business; take leave to tend to 
personal business, etc., etc. 


If anyone happens to make an 
issue of getting certain work done 
on time, the individual’s reply is 
that he has enough time to quit 
and why should he have to do 
such and such. 

I say make him quit and either 
replace men like him with civil- 
ians, since we eventually have to 
do the work, or abolish the fat 
job spaces such as chief clerk, | 
paying $500 or more a month, to| 
a full grown adult so he can shift | 
papers from one basket to another 
and call it a day. 

Another factor to consider with 
these over-20-year men is that 
should there be another war with 
the prospect of combat duty, they 
would be the first to take advan- 
tage of their 20 years and retire— 
but quick! 

I might add that this soft living 
at the expense of the taxpayers 
is not confined to the enlisted 
branch. At the present time there 
are hundreds of high-ranking offi- 
cers just about ready for retire- 
ment or termination, whose daily 
schedule reads pretty -much like 
the one I’ve listed above. In many 
instances, a ciyilian secretary does 
the paper work of the officer who 
breezes into the office in time to 
sign his name. 

What is the solution? I recom- 
mend that a cold, hard, factual 
survey be made of the need for 
keeping military personnel in 
paper -shuffling jobs unless the 
workload warrants théir retention. 
And the workload factor can be 
established periodically on a real- 
istic basis, rather than taking the 


word of “good ole Joe” that he 
needs those five men in his office.

E-6. 

After World War II, I was sold 
into coming back in the Army in 
the administrative field, because | 
having been in combat type units, 
it appealed to me as good duty. I 
reenlisted and got on the job train-| 
ing and haven’t to this day been | 
surplus in a job position. The rest | 
of the story is well known to all— | 
no promotions, frozen MOSs. 

Today I am on my 25th year in| 
service, still in a job slot, not sur- 
plus, and it has been 12 years since 
my last permanent promotion to 
E-5, eight years since temporary 
promotion to E-6. 

Why can’t the powers take into 
consideration so many of us in this 
predicament, in the last years of 
our duty, by making some excep- 
tions—such as ones with 20 years 
service, in grade so many years, 
in a proper job slot, qualified and, 
of course, recommended, for their 
long and honorable service. 

I don’t think that is expecting 
too much, but should be expected, 
because as of now it is completely 
unreasonable and unfair, not to 
mention that they want to bust us 
back in 1962. 

How can we be expected to sell 
the Army to the younger ones, 
when we are examples of such poor 
neglect. 

Isn’t there someone in high 
enough position that could go to 
bat for us and get concrete action 
instead of only promises year after 
year? The time is late for many of 
us, and I for one, feel quite let 
down after all these years of good 
service, two wars, including com- 
bat.

_ AN EXCEPTION should be made 
in the case of military people in 
this fine, fat scheme to balloon 
NRA memberships. Put the wham- 
my on the public, if they must, but 
make an exception to the men of 
the Army, Air Force, Navy and 
Marines. In other countries the 
soldier may purchase his rifle and 
pistol if he so desires. As a matter 
of fact, a special price is extended 
him to encourage such ownership. 
Here, quite to the contrary, he must 
not only give forth with the full 
ransom but have a whopping 30 
percent added just by way of in- 
ducement! He should be encour- 
aged to join the National Rifle 
Association but not bludgeoned 
into it.

WAR I HAD just pinched to a 
close and out of the powder-burn- 
ing the then new Springfield rifle 
had emerged with a shiny reputa- 
tion. It had been found rugged, 
dependable and accurate, virtues 
pointed up by the war. Too, it was 
new and strange to the American 
sportsman. He had until then 
known only single-shot, lever, slide 
and auto-loading shooting-irons. 

Some two or three of the guns 
writers of the day touted the ’03 as 
the gun of the hour. It was, they 
said; the most accurate rifle in the 
world, the strongest in the world, 
the most dependable in the world, 
the best in th: world. This line was 
swallowed by the American shoot- 
ing man hook and line. By quite a 
coincidence the only bolt-action 
rifle then made in the U.S. was the 
military Springfield. 

As a result of the drum-beating 
the demand for the Springfield 
grew to tremendous proportions. 
Shooters, both targetmen and 
hunters, simply had to have this 
Phenomenal | new _ weapon. 


THE aise of the rifle was ar- 
ranged so that” to Possess one 
the purchaser first had to join the 
National Rifle Association. Mem- 
bership, as you might suspect, 
boomed! This went on for many 
years or until we got into War Il, 
whereupon we gave away all] the 
Springfields te our allies. This 
was a blow to the _membership 
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drive and especially so when it 
was realized that there were nv 
M-ls in any numbers to sell. The 
only M-1 rifles sold have been very 
small numbers of National Match 
grade ordnance. There is currently 
an intensive campaign on to in- 
crease membership. Undoubtedly, 
the old service pistol is expected to 
whip up interest. 

For those who are strictly target 
shooters, membership in the NRA 
is probably of some advantage. For 
those millions of others, including 
we military, who are hunters and 
not target panners, there is little 
inducement to join this purely 
civilian. body. Certainly the last 
thing we should be. compelled to 
do is to pay our $5 for the privilege 
of buying our own weapons.

Fort Meade Finally Opens

THEY GATHER NO INTEREST 
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Old Leave Bonds Reminder Issued 


WASHINGTON—Former servicemen of the World War 
II era may have old Armed Forces Leave Bonds gathering 
dust, but no interest, in their homes or safe deposit boxes. 


Armed Forces officials and the 
U.S. Treasury Department say those 
leave bonds should be searched out 
and cashed in, because they no 
longer earn interest. 

The Armed Forces Leave Act of 
1946 provided that members of the 
military (both officers and enlist- 
ed) who were discharged before 1 
Sept. 1946, could be paid for un- 
used leave which had accrued to 
them incident to such service, pro- 
vided application for payment was 
made no later than 1 Sept. 1947. 








The act was later amended to 
extend the date for application an- 
other year, and still later to 30 
June 1951. 

Claim for the accrued leave may 
no longer be honored, but it is be- 
lieved by the government that many 
veterans still have uncashed bonds 
in their possessions, unaware that 


they no longer gather interest.

THE BONDS, with a maturity 
date of five years from date of is- 





sue, were issued in multiples of $25 
and accrued interest at two percent 
annually through the date of 
maturity or until redeemed, which- 
ever was earlier. 

Cashing-in or redeeming the 
bonds would release this “dormant” 
money to the veteran and would 
also enable the Treasury Depart- 
ment to clear its accounts. 

All War II veterans are advised 
to look through their papers and 
documents for such a bond or bonds 
they may- have forgotten. Cases 
have recently come to light to 
which veterans or their dependents 
had these bonds tucked away, not 
realizing their value or that they no 
longer gather interest.

Q. May an officer on active duty 
engage in selling by mail during 
his off-duty hours?
